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Nothing But Good Can Come of It 


*Monday night. they packed the council chambers. 
“They” are the rank and file that make up the community of 
Boyne City—-and it was the first time (in recent years at 
least) that such an assemblage had gathered together to see 
their governing body in action. The issue at stake was the 
“pbuilding code.” 


The oratory concerning it ranged from well-delivered, 
well analyzed discussions to arguments of specious nature. 
‘Too frequently they were too personal. Sometimes the ar- 
guments weré too irrelevant. 


But there was no doubt about one point—Boyne citizen’s 
had at least dropped the apathy that has surrounded all re- 
lations with their government. Possibly it was a matter of 
mis-representation that accounted for such a large, eager, 
and interested audience. . Possibly, it was due to the very 
nature of the topic to be discussed that resulted in the large 
attendance, and possibly it was due to the advance publicity 
given the event. Regardless of the cause, the important 
thing was that “they” did turn out for the event. 

When people “turn-out” for anything progress is on 
the way. We hold no brief for those who would shelve the 
whole thing (the building code) and hark back to an era that 
glorifies the tar paper shack and the two hole privy as a 
symbol of rugged American individualism. And we hold no 
brief for those who would wield the big stick in suppressing 
the rights of individuals. No automobile is ever manufac- 

‘tured, no law ever adopted, no war plan ever made (except in 


dictatorships) that is not subject to argument, revision, and | fj, 


alteration, before production is started or a plan adopted. 
The conference in industry, government, and civic mat- 
ters has become a symbol of the manner in which Democracy 
makes its way. Thus, when the pros and cons met Monday 
night to state their cases before their elders they gave evi- 
dence that they were at least interested enough to start the 
wheels of progress groaning. There were those who would 
like to jam the accelerator against the floor boards and there 
were the “unreconstructed” who would cling to the city’s 
privvy culture either through sincere belief or as a matter of 
political expediency, and there were those who sat on their 
hands all evening—saying nothing, but probably thinking the 
whole thing through to a logical conclusion. The issue isn’t

“I guess I’ve got ‘the small busi- 
nessman’s blue”” He explained 
that although his business was 
better than ever before, and his 
annual gross profit larger, the 
problem of taxes had him “whip- 
ped.” His gross profit each month 
for the past three years had been 
between $1,000 and $1,500. And 
yet he is not getting ahead suffi- 
ciently to give him the po venicatter 
feeling of security.

Killing incentive 


Here we have an example of 
the killing of the very incentive 
that has provided the driving force 
in the building of America through 
making more jobs and producing 
more good.

As I walk- 
ed from my friend’s place of busi- 
ness, I began thinking about gov- 
ernment’s dominant place in our 
lives. In the last 30 or 40 years 
it has become an economic crutch 
for about 25 milion people now 
directly and indirectly on govern- 
ment pay rolls, a powerful control- 
ing influence in the whole, social, 
economic, and business pattern of 
the nation. More and more the 
population is ‘coming to be de- 


pendent on ‘government for more 
and more things that used to be 
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done by the people for themselves. 
Let’s suppose that a band of. 
Americans felt that socialism and 
enslavement were inevitable here. 
and they picked up and moved to 
an island in =the Pacfic -to 
start’ a new © nation. What 
kind of government would they. 
devise on their island?. Would it 
be set up to abolish the hardships 
of primitive living and provide 
cradle-to-grave and security? Or 
would it be a small non-burden-' 
some government restricted to 
keeping the peace and prot€cting - 
individual freedom? If they chose 
the latter they would be-doing ex- 
actly. what another. group of 
Americans did—345 years ago. 
These were. the. first American 
settlers of Jamestown and. Ply- 
mouth Rock. When they got 
around to forming a government 
its principal funtions were to keep 
the peace, protect individual free- 
dom and promote the general wel- 
fare. It promoted the general wel-. . 
fare not by taxing away incentive 
but by enlarging incentive. That’s 
how America grew. Up. It is the 
key to human. progress.»

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Another account, written by| 
James J. Strang, July 14, the day 
following the battle, and published 
in the Detroit Daily Advertisers, 
is as follows: “The sheriff of Emmet 
County went to Pine River to 
summon. grand jurors, who had 
been duly drawn, and who re- 
sided there. He went with two 
boats and fourteen men, all un- 
armed. As the party was about 
to re-embark, after completing 
their business, they were attacked 
by forty men who opened a brisk 
fire of musketry upon them from 
the bluff. They could make no 
resistance but hurried off in their 
poats. They were then pursued by 
three boats for fifteen miles which 
kept up the fire upon them the 
whole time they were within range. 
At this distance the sheriff and his 
party were taken up by: the Bark 


and. so the affair ended. Six of the 

sheriff’s party were wounded, but 

none, it is thought, mortally.”

Directly 
saw two small boats comming off 
from the settlement at Pine River. 
Immediately saw another large 
fish boat in pursuit of the two 
ahead, all apparently filled with 
men, A brisk fire was kept up 
from the rear boat upon the: two 
others. As they approached, saw 
there was trouble and excitement. 
The two boats ahead were endeav- 
oring to get clear from the more 
powerful assailants in the larger 
boat, which was fast gaining on 
them, keeping up a brisk running 


\dire without. receiving a shot in 


return. In this condition the two 
head boats approached within hail- 
ing distance of us, and begged us 
to take them on board and afford 
them protection. I assented and 
they came on board. The boat in 
chase, now about fifty rods dis- 
tant, “threw up” and lay on their 
oars, ceased fireing and hailed us, 
forbidding my. receiving the “cur- 
sed Mormons” on board, that they 
were pirates, deserved death, etc., 
to all of which I mildly replied 
that the affair was rather an ex- 
citing one, and that I could not 
permit them to approach any near- 
er the vessel in their present ex- 
cited state, at which they held a 
short consultation and then rowed 
back to Pine River. Upon an ex- 
amination of the wounded and in- 
quiring into the affair, I ascert- 
ained the following facts: The par- 
ty consisted of fifteen men, among 
which were the high sheriff of the 
Mormon county, Beaver Island, 
and other officials, citizens, etc., 
all Mormons or adherents of the 
Latter Day Saints, six of whom 
from their severe wounds will 
probably fali martyrs to their 
faith. From all appearances they, 
had a narrow escape from their in- 
Rifie balls had 
shattered and riddled their boats, 
and had indiscriminately broken 
legs, arms, thighs, etc., of the 
boat’s crew; but miraculously es- 
caped taking effect in vital places. 

“After the excitement had some- 
what subsided “and the wounded 
had been cared for. I obtained 
the following information in rela- 
tion to the difficulty. It appears 
that Beaver Island is settled with 
a majority of Mormans. By the 
Jate lJegislative acts a county has 
been organized, and the inhabi- 
tants have proceeded to elect offi-

to be non-actors; claimed no or- 
ganizatoin, and would not recog- 
nize the authority of Mormon 
law.” ; 

The remainder of Capt. Stone’s 
account relating to the collision is 
substantially the same as that giv- 
en by Strang. On arriving at 
Beaver Island the party went 
ashore in their own boats. 

The only matter at issue in this 
affair is that of motive, but be- 
yond that we cannot see that there 
was anything of importance of 
significance in a free fight between 
a company of Mormons and a lot 
of fishermen, except its associa- 
tion with the present site of Char- 
levoix village. Of the final result 
of the affray there is no doubt; the 
fishermen, fearing they would 
be attacked by an overpowering 
number of Mormons, hastily left 
the place and scattered in various 
directions. At the circuit court 
held at St. James shortly after, 
several parties were indicated but 
none were ever arrested. 

We confess to having been 
somewhat amused while reading 
various accounts of the scrimmage 
in which its details are minutely 
described and explained with all 
the earnestness and painstaking 
positiveness that might appro- 
priately be expended upon the 
battle of Gettsburg; the amusing 
features of such narratives are 
brought out into bolder relief 
when it is remembered how decid- 
edly “mixed” are all the features 
of a free fight. 

Pine River appears to have re- 
mained an abandoned settlement 
after the hasty departure of the 
fishermen until the spring of 1854 
when George Preston and family 
arrived from Beaver Island, and 
took possession of one of the 
houses on the north side of* the 
river, and at once set about clear- 
ing the land and making arrange- 
ments for a permanent home. They 
found everything in and around 
the houses just as the former occu- 
pants had left them.
